(Experimental Farms Note) 

Cover crops, such as wheat 
ami oats, may be used as a 
mo -sure of control in d stricts 
whore falows are subject to 
di .ing. Perhaps the main obj¬ 
ections to thei|- use are that 
they reduce moisture and hin¬ 
der weed control, and because 
sec ling is generally recommen 
deel about the middle of Aug¬ 
ust when other preparations 
are under way for the regular 
grain harvest. On the other 
hand, wherever used they have 
bee i found very beneficial. 

At tie Dominion Expel''men 
tal Farm to Indian Head, cover 
crops have been under obser¬ 
vation for a number of years. 
It lias 1 een observed that July 
se eling is « little early and con 
ducive to excessive growth, 
however it prclvides succulent 
pastur e fo,- livestock in the late 
fall. Observations this year 
would 'ndicate the advisability 
of seeding cover crops in strirn 
fifteen to twenty reds wide 
runn'ng north and south. Sh¬ 
ipping reduces operation costs 
nnd quite fully protects the 
fellow frcr.i very serious drift- 
in;;. 

When seeding cover crops use 
tho same variety of wheat and 
oats ntend.d for seeding the 
following spring. This is very 
important especially from the 
standpoint of registered or cai t 
ifi d seed production. One-ha'f 
bushel of wheat or three-quart¬ 
ers to ore bushel per acre of 
oats hav ’3 given good results.
